But to any one nt nil familiar with things ns 
thsy nre it is well known that the cesspool, 
or In its absence tho slop hole, is olteu in 
close proximity to the well, nud that the 
drainage of tho kitchen is disposed of in n 
manner well calculated to poison both tho 
nir nnd water. 
The fnvorable conditioi 


under which fnrmers nud people iu tho mo 
sparsely settled portions of tho city or vil- 
lage live, oflen leads lo n supposed security 
that is moat fatal iu its results. The author- 
ity quoted says with groat show of truth :
